A BIG FIRE. 


New York City Toached Up For Con- 
siderably Over $1.000,000 


Last 
mght. 


NKW YOBK, May 27.—The fire at the 
Belt Line stables was Kot ander control 
at 4 o'clock this morning. 
The stables 
-with their contents and frame houses on 
the opposite side of Tenth avenne and 
down Fifty-fourth street, were destroyed. 
The loss will not be much less than 
$1,000,000. 
Elizabeth Walehe, 
aged 
seventy-six years, one of the ooctii>ants 
of house No. 540, West 54th street, 
which was bnmed, was sick in her bed. 
The police rescued her and brought her 
to the sidewalk, where she expired from 
fright. 


Later estimates show that the loss by 
fire can not be covered by $1,000,000. 
The stables are a complete wreck and 
the tenements on the streets facing the 
stables are also burned. 
There were 
1,400 hostes in the stables, 100 of which 
were saved. 
The police have examined 
the ruins, but found no traces of loss of 
life. The old woman who died from 
fright is believed to be the only vic- 
tim. 


NEW YOBK, May 27.—The loss is now 
estimated at $1,324,000. 
More than 100 
families, mostly poor people, have been 
rendered homeless. 
Any number of 
people have been prostrated by the 
heat. 
Men, women and children wan- 
dered all night aimlessly over the rains 
of th«ir wrecked homes, bereft and be- 
wildered at the sudden and crushing 
blow. 
Tne insurance will be less than 
$500,000. 
The street car company car- 
ried $310,000 insurance. 
The losses, as 
nearly as can be figured to-day, foot up 
abount as follows: 
Kailroad stables, 
$550,000: 1,200 horses, 
$250.000; 175 
cars, $180,000; harness, $75,000; feed, 
$25,000; total, $1,080,000. 
Jacob New- 
sik's factory, $100,000; five tenements, 
$100,000; 
losses of tenants, 
$40,000; 
frame building, $15,000. 


LIJDIANAPOIIIS, May 27.—At 3 o'clock 
this morning the dry goods establishment 
of H. P. Wa«Bon, 12 and 14 West Wasing- 
ton street, was discovered on fire and 
before the flames were subdued it was 
badly damanged. The fire is believed 
to have been caused by burglars. Mr. 
Wasson estimates his loss at $50.000, the 
insurance adjusters at over $60,000, with 
an insurance on the stock and fixtures of 
$64,800.

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The Temperaments. 


Having in previous articles discussed 
the sanguine, the choleric, and the 
melancholic, we come to the fourth and 
last. 


The phlegmatic is almost always in a 
good condition ; there is 
something 
roundish about his entire personality; 
his stomach forms a circle, his face and 
eyes likewise, and his trains of ideas 
also. 
While the angular 
choleric 
pushes and is pushed because he swims 
against 
the 
stream, 
the 
plump 
phlegmatic slips collectively downward. 
H B fatness keeps him up. 
In the com- 
munity he is one of the "very best citi- 
zens;" he is neither revolutionary nor 
reactionary ; for both progress and ret- 
rogression require motion, and as he is 
no friend of movement be is a strict 
conservative. 
If compelled to walk he 
saunters ; standing still he leans against 
something, and seated he lays his arms 
either in his lap or on the table. Of 
passion he knows only their names, 
and if he raves about anything it is 
generally about fishing, to take a nap 
after dinner, or drink lager beer. As 
he is a complete enemy of war, he is 
scarcely suspected of having invented 
gunpowder ; on the contrary, he would 
more likely be suspected of having in- 
troduced arm-chairs, arranged chimney 
corners, and brought big meerschaum 
pipes into fashion. 


Among the phlegmatics we will find 
a great number of provision dealers^ 
saloon-keepers, 
old clergymen, and 
Hollanders, besides all horned and flap- 
eared domestic animals, the tortoise, 
the dried cod, the snail, the happy 
oysters, etc. 


These few traits of character which I 
have had the pleasure to adduce, partly 
by notes from celebrated 
physiogno- 
mists and physiologists, partly from my 
own observations, will, I hope, be suf- 
ficient to give the readers a conception 
of the four temperaments and thus 
render it easier to assort them. One 
need only look from his window at the 
passers-by—those who now and then 
are running and then stopping are san- 
guinics; those who tramp along with 
short, measured steps are cholerics; 
those moving gently by are melanchol- 
ies, and those dragging their feet are 
p. 'iegmatics. 
Just as easily is it to 
idontify the four 
temperaments on 
horseback. 
The sanguinic always rides 
at a gallop, that is in a sporting gallop. 
That the horse flings out never incom- 
modes him, if it "only goes." The 
choleric, on the contrary, 
generally 
rides in a steady trot; if he is in a par- 
ticular good spirits, in a center, and 
when angry, in a headlong gallop. The 
melancholio lets his steed move at an 
even pace, and upon solemn occasions 
in a jog trot ; and the phlegmatic rides 
only in a carriage, and then in as com- 
modious and short-legged a one as 
possible. 


By continued observations one may 
not only detect the difference of tem- 
peraments in the two, four, and six- 
footed animals, but also in all, both or- 
ganic and inorganic, things. 
One may 
see that the swaying poplar with its 
ever-rustling leaves, is sanguine, the 
rugged oak is choleric, the weeping 
willow and the spruce are melancholies, 
and the clumsy, thick-headed willow is 
phlegmatic. 
Even in pot-herbs you 
may discover temperaments. 
For in- 
stance, can the coleriac be nothing but 
a choleric ? 
And is it possible to con- 
ceive anything more phlegmatic than a 
cucumber ? 
I would almost say, is it 
possible to take anything in your hand 
without discovering the temperament 
that belongs to it? The cane is san- 
guinic, the rattan is choleric, the bam- 
boo is phlegmatic, and the umbrella ia 
a decided melancholic.—Detroit 
Free
